TRADING SUSPENDED IN THE SECURITIES OF 46 ISSUERS 

The Commission announced the single ten-day suspension of over-the-counter trading in 
the securities of 46 issuers for the period beginning at 9:30 a.m. (EDT) on April 5 
and terminating at 11:59 p.m. (EDT) on April 14. The Commission suspended trading in 
the securities of the 46 companies in view of information that gives it reason to 
believe that false statements have been ma~e concerning, among other things, claims 
for exemption from the registration provisions of the Securities Act of 1933 made by
these companies and pursuant to which their securities are trading, and the corporate 
history, stock ownership and financial condition of these companies. (ReI. 34-25550)

The Commission approved a proposed rule change filed under Rule 19b-4 by The National 
Association of Securities Dealers (SR-NASD-88-5) to raise the limit on the size of 
c~aims eligible for si!Dplified arbitration procedures from' $5,000 to $10,000, to 
establish a filing fee of $200 where the case and controversy is between $5,000 and 
$10,000, to eliminate the requirement for five member panels in claims exceeding
$500,000, and to increase administrative fees retained for cases withdrawn or settled 
prior to their first hearing session. (ReI. 34-25544)
